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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1, 4. 6. 9, 10, 12, 13, 16, 17, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McClure (U. S. PAT. 5,493,532). 

In claim 1, McClure teaches all claimed features in Fig. 1 an apparatus for 
processing or storing secure data comprising: a secure port (W) for transmitting and 
receiving secure data (W); a test port (Ax) for transmitting and receiving test data (Ax); 
and a test mode entry circuit (24) that causes entry of the apparatus (2) into a test mode 
(inherent), the test mode entry circuit operable for a predetermined time period 
(inherent, a time it takes 24 to operate). 

In claim 4, McClure further teaches the apparatus of claim 1 wherein the 
- predetermined time period commences approximately coincident (the predetermined - 
time period starts at the same time as soon as power is on) to when power is applied to 
the apparatus. 

In claim 6, McClure further teaches the apparatus of claim 1 wherein the test 
mode entry circuit (24) is coupled to the test port (Ax) and entry into the test mode is 
dependent on test data (Ax) received through the test port within the predetermined 
time period.

In claims 9 and 10, McClure further teaches the apparatus of claim 1 further 
comprising memory (10) for storing the secure data; and wherein the memory Is non- 
volatile (inherent). 

Method claim 12 corresponds to detailed circuitry already discussed similarly with 
regard to claim 1 . 

In claim 13, McClure further teaches the method of claim 12 further comprising 
the step of perfomnlng diagnostic functions while the apparatus is In the test mode 
(special tests such as tress tests and long write cycle disturb test). 

Method claims 16 and 17 correspond to detailed circuitry already discussed 
similarly with regard to claims 4 and 6. 

Method claims 20 and 21 con'espond to detailed circuitry already discussed 
similarly with regard to claims 9 and 10. 

3. Claims 2, 3, 5, 7, 8, 1 1 , 14, 15, 18, 19 and 22 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable If rewritten In Independent form 
Including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. 

The newly applied reference of McClure anticipates all claimed features of claims 
1, 4, 6, 9, 10, 12, 13, 16, 17, 20 and 21 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), as discussed above.
